DETAILED ACTION 
Reason For Allowance 

1. Claims 1-6 and 8-15 are allowed. 

2. Following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest 
the limitations of the independent claim, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 
103 would be proper. The prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach or fairly suggest 
all the claimed features as presented in independent claim 1, which includes the modulation is in 
blue phase at the operation temperature of the light modulation element; wherein the modulation 
medium has an average dielectric permittivity (e av ) of 60.8 or more; wherein the optically 
isotropic phase is a polymer network system.
